CHICAGO PRECANCELS 


In 1898 Chicago precancelled 
their first stamp and so far 1,316 
varieties have been issued. Chicago 
precancels offer a field for a spe- 
cialized collection in themselves. 

The 1898 issue are quite valu- 
able. The ic lists at 10c and if it 
is a double, jot down $1.00. The 50c 
value of that series climbs up to 
$10.00, and if a double, $25.00. 

Interesting varieties may be 
found on the 1898 series due to the 
difference in spacing between 
“Chicago” and “Illinois”. The nar- 
rower spacing is the rarer. Anoth- 
er greater variety on these issues 
are the number signifying the dif- 
ferent dates. In those early days 
a few precancels were issued 
showing the month in which they 
were used for postage. These items 
are quite rare and are known as 
dated precancels. Chicago alone is- 
sued over 158 major varieties of 
these “dated” precancels. 

Some interesting precancel va- 
rieties from Chicago are the Alas- 
ka Yukon stamp which lists. at 
$5.00; the Panama Pacific issue, 
perf. 12, at $2.73, and the parcel 
post set at $8.73. Of course, hon- 
orable mention should be made of 
the Jamestown series which lists 
at $37.00, and the 1c double of that 
set which catalogues exactly 
$50.00.

AUSTRIAN MUSICIANS 


HE 1922 Charity set presents the por- 
| traits of seven celebrated musicians 

who were Austrian by birth or by 
adoption. Their portraits in order are: 

Franz Josef Haydn (1732-1809) was a 
kind, benevolent man whom everyone in 
Vienna called Father Haydn. He composed 
the first string quartettes and symphonies 
and paved the way for Beethoven’s master- 
ly interpretations of a later period. 
Haydn’s oratorios, The Creation (based on 
Milton’s Paradise Lost) and The Messiah 
will always be sung and appreciated as 
enduring examples of that type of music. 

Wolfgang Mozart (1756-1792) was the 
child prodigy of the age, composing per- 
fect pieces at the age of four, using the 
violin and clavichord equally well as a 
means of expression, and _ astonishing 
everyone by his marvelous memory. It is 
said that he created more beauty in his 
brief thirty-six years of life than the or- 
dinary genius achieves in a life-time. 

Ludwig van Beethoven (1770-1827), the 
master of all musicians, developed Haydn’s 
idea of the symphony and wrote many of 
his own that will delight music lovers for- 
ever. Despite his handicaps of extreme 
poverty and deafness he has left a wealth 
of music which the world will always use 
and play. 

Franz Schubert (1797-1828) is the song 
writer of this group. Fragments of little 
tunes were always singing themselves in 
his brain and he was always demanding 
paper and pencils from his friends that he 
might write them down at once. His best 
known song “Hark, Hark, the Lark” was 
first written on the back of a menu card 
while waiting in a cafe for his lunch to 
be served. 

Anton Bruckner (1824-1896) was known 
as ‘“‘one of the little masters” and also for 
his great powers of improvisation. In 
character he was very straightforward, 
simple and sincere, and was in many ways 
a “rough diamond.” 

Johann Strauss (1825-1899) was a dance 
writer and in his seventy-five years of life 
composed nearly five hundred dance pieces 
besides many ballets and operettas. His 
best known dance is the “Beautiful Blue 
Danube Waltz.” 

Hugo Wolf (1860-1903) was a_ song 
writer of great ability though little known 
outside his own country. He was considered 
by some critics as a better song writer 
than that peer of writers, Franz Schubert.

A CHANGE 
IN RATES 


Advertising patrons 
as well as prospec- 
tive advertising pa- 
trons are invited to take note of 
the change in advertising rates 
that go into effect with this issue 
of Linn’s Weekly Stamp News. 
The new rates for both display and 
classified advertising will be found 
printed at the head of this column. 
The advance which we have made 
is but a small one.

Under 
our present rates, advertising copy 
has been increasing from week to 
week until we have found that it 
is encroaching on the space allot- 
ted for reading matter.

Those advertisers who are 
using space on contract will con- 
tinue to be charged for space at 
the rates shown in their contract 
form until the expiration of their 
contract. New contract forms are 
being prepared and we hope to 
devise a plan that will meet with 
the approval of the various adver- 
tisers. Users of classified space will 
note change in rate for classified 
advertising as shown at the top of 
the classified page and we are now 
quoting a rate both per word and 
per line for the benefit of those 
who wish to send copy which they 
may wish run line for line. 


A COMPARISON In the April 

20, issue of 
Mekeel’s Weekly Stamp News, Mr. 
Wylie states that in April, 1900, 
the circulation of Mekeel’s Weekly 
was 3000 copies per week and that 
their inch rate at that date was 
$2.40 per inch. That the present 
circulation of Mekeel’s Weekly is 
13000 copies and that their inch 
rate is $4.00 per week. Mr. Wylie 
states that their advertising rates 
can not be duplicated for cheap- 
ness. A simple bit of figuring re- 
veals the fact that Mekeel’s pres- 
ent rate is a fraction over 30c per 
inch per 1000 circulation while the 
rate for Linn’s Weekly Stamp 
News at $1.50 per inch with a cir- 
culation of 6600 copies is a frac- 
tion over 22 cents per inch per 
1000 circulation. 

And Mr. Wylie made the state- 
ment we quote above when our 
inch rate was even lower than the 
new rate quoted above. Which 
shows Mr. Wylie is not well posted 
on current facts in the stamp 
world, or else—.
